With a record of heading the UK's controls on migration for 10 years Mr. Tompkins 
is one person whose statements on the subject cannot be argued with. For years the 
Government has claimed that immigration has been ‘slowed to a trickle’. Everyone 
who lives in our cities has known for years that this was a complete lie - as British 
Nationalist has pointed out many times. Now the truth is emerging even in the heavily 


censored national media. 


The Government's response 
to the devastating attack on both 
its immigration controls, and its 
honesty to those who pay the 
bills - the taxpayers - has been 
complete silence. No apology, 
no resignations, despite one of 
the worst scandals of recent 
years for which Government is 
responsible. 

The true number of immi- 
grants flooding into Britain is 


more than double the official fig- 
ure of 55,000. Nearly 120,000 
people, excluding those from EC 
countries, are entering Britain 
every year. Even this figure is

THIRTY YEARS AFTER THE COMMONWEALTH IMMIGRATION ACT 


Says Government's Own 
Chief Immigration Officer 


PETER TOMPKINS, who headed 
Britain's immigration controls until 
1991, says that the public have very 
little idea of the truth about 
immigration into this country. 

Not only are the figures for immi- 
gration massively fiddled by ignor- 
ing the flood of illegal immigrants, 
but the majority of those refused per- 
manent entry after making bogus asy- 
lum claims disappear before they can 
be repatriated. 

Only 15% of asylum claims are 
accepted as genuine - yet 95% of 
‘asylum seekers’ contrive to stay in 
this country. The Government offers 
many immigrants what is called 'spe- 
cial leave to remain’. They are not 
then considered to be permanently 
resident - despite the reality - and are 
not counted as immigrants. 


REVOLVING DOOR 


Once granted resident status immi- 
grants can then make bogus marriages 
to further foreigners, who then in turn 
can remain in Britain. The racket has 
been called the ‘revolving door’, and 
has received support from immigrant 
lobbying groups. Mr. Tompkins says 
that the Home Office will not act to 
stop it. 

Many people living ın Britain's ın- 
ner cities will have met at least one 
person, usually unemployed and on 
the dole, who has been offered money 
to contract a bogus marriage with an 
immigrant. 

As Mr. Tompkins says, whenever 
the issue of immigration 1s raised, the 
well organised small army of people, 
who hate this country, spring into ac- 
tion with cries of 'racism’. 

Our cowardly and treacherous poli- 
ticians can be relied on to do what they 
have done for thirty years - claim at 
election time that ‘immigration 1s be- 
ing stopped’ - while the flood into 
Britain continues. 


IMMIGRATION ACT 


In 1962, faced with a Third World 
immigration figure of 115,000 in the 
previous year, the Government yielded 


Hackney Council not only knowingly 
offers housing to illegal immigrants, 
but also promises complete secrecy 
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to public pressure by passing the Com- 
monwealth Immigration Act. 

Britain was told that large scale 1m- 
migration was at an end. Labour and 
the Liberals naturally opposed the act, 
passed by the Conservative Govern- 
ment. 


SWAMPED 


The 1962 Act was followed by innu- 
merable further new regulations. In 
1968, Enoch Powell warned publicly 
of the consequences of immigration, 
which continued on a massive scale, 
and a further act was passed. Yet 
another bill in 1971, and another in 
1981, passed by Mrs. Thatcher who 
claimed in the run up to the 1979 
election that she would prevent Brit- 
ain being 'swamped' by immigrants. 


GOVERNMENT DECEIT 


Governments, for more than thirty 
years, have imposed a massive pro- 
gram of deceit on the British people. 

After endless claims to have 'con- 
trolled immigration’ the flood contin- 
ues undiminished. Even assuming 
‘only’ 40,000 illegal immigrants per 
year, excluded from Government fig- 
ures, as does Mr. Tompkins, the ın- 
flow of 120,000 per year is higher than 
in 1961! 


IMMIGRANT HOUSING 


Other senior immigration officers 
have estimated the number of illegal 
entrants at 150,000 - making annual 
immigration 230,000 per year. If so 
we are accepting enough illegal immi- 
grants alone each year to fill four large 
towns like Dover! It is clear that 
massive collusion has been practiced 
by local councils, like Hackney, who 
knowingly house illegal immigrants. 
When Liberal Tower Hamlets atte- 
mpted to question applicants for hous- 
ing as to immigration status they were 
taken to court by the Government, 
who said they were acting illegally! 


SOFT TOUCH

The same thugs who seriously in- 
jured dozens of police officers in 
Welling last year, and more recently 
rioted in Whitehall, once again went 
on a rampage in London. 

The Socialist Worker's Party, dar- 
lings of the left-wing media, and the 
anarchist group Class War, together 
with similar splinter groups, were 
openly allowed to organise a riot. 

Class War distributed leaflets all 
over the country calling for the police 
to be attacked. Their leaflet even or- 
dered their supporters to attack any

Many of the 
demonstrators, who joined what was 
nominally a march against the 
Government's Criminal Justice Bull, 
are naive people who simply do not 
understand what the organisers of these 
events are really engaged in.

Simpkins’ friend. 

He said he was sur- 
prised, turned around, 
and was confronted by 
six youths chanting 
and jeering. 

But as he tried to 
calm them down, a 
teenager lunged for- 
ward and slashed his 
face with a knife, caus- 
ing a 10cm long 
wound. 

The gash needed 17 
stitches and has left 
him scarred for life. 

Mr Simpkins pointed 


out his attacker to the 


police. 

And his friend. who 
witnessed the assault. 
identified the same 
person.

IMMIGRATION GROWS 


RESIDENTS groups call for re- 
patriation of immigrants. Local 
people say that the massive influx 
of people receive better treat- 
ment than themselves, and bring 
disease and an outbreak of mug- 
ging attacks. The police say that it 
is too easy for people to enter the 
country on holiday visas and then 
overstay. There are calls for stron- 
ger immigration controls. A right 
wing leader complains that na- 
tives of the country are seeing 
their employment taken away by 
cheap labour from abroad. 

Which country is this, and who 
is saying these 'politically incor- 
rect' things? Australians or 
white people in the United States 
perhaps? The country is, in fact, 
South Africa, and the people are 
black South Africans! 


CUSHIONED 


TV viewers who watched BBC2's 
Newsnight program on October 10 
were in for a surprise. Black South 
Africans are up in arms against mas- 
sive immigration from Nigeria, 
Zaire, and even Korea. An electric 
fence along the border with 
Mozambique, installed by the ear- 
lier white controlled Government, 
is failing to stop a massive flood of 
migrants from all over Africa and 


elsewhere. Zulu Chief Buthelezi 
warns that the country's reconstruc- 
tion program is threatened, and with 
it the welfare of black South African 
people. The Zulu Inkatha Freedom 
Party has complained about open drug 
dealing by immigrants. Under the 
white regime black South Africans 
were cushioned against cut price for- 
eign labour.

The South African Army and police 
are finding themselves overwhelmed 
by the influx. There are already mil- 
lions of illegal immigrants in South 
Africa, as well as those who use holi- 
day admission to the country as a 
means of permanent entry. Black 
South Africans complain that AIDS, 
and other diseases, are being spread 
throughout the community by immi- 
grants. 

Violence is expected to occur, as 
the hopes of native black people for 
sudden wealth following the election 
of Nelson Mandela are dashed. Black 
South Africans find themselves in a 
similar position to that of white people 
in countries like Britain. South Af- 
rica is seen as a land of opportunity 
for people from all over the world.

(1) Contact your local BNPorganiser with a view to travelling to the 
event with a regional party, in which case you will be asked to meet 
at the local rendezvous point to proceed with others to the rally. 
(2) Contact the BNP Bookshop by telephone, giving your name and 
address together with the name and address of another BNP mem- 
ber known to the party who can vouch for you, in which case you will 
be provided with a special rendezvous point at which you will be met 
by stewards and taken to the rally. , | 

(3) Rendezvous with BNP stewards at the entrance to Green Park 
Underground Station atthe northern corner of Green Park, Piccadilly, 
London W.1, at not later than 12 noon. 


Of the above methods we most strongly recommend (1). If this is impossible, 
(2) is the preferred method. If (3) is adopted, we warn all those concerned that 
some difficulty may be experienced linking up with stewards if a large opposition 
contingent is in the near vicinity and police are found to be restricting move- 
ments. Should anyone arriving at the Green Park rendezvous fail to meet 
stewards, they may telephone the BNP Bookshop (081 316 4721)for directions 
for getting to the rally. However, because of considerations of security it cannot 
be guaranteed that such directions will be given to all callers.
